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UNIDENTIFIED FLYING OBJECT 

After a mysterious object was spotted floating through the solar system 
by a telescope in October 2017, Harvard University speculated that 

it may have been an alien spacecraft. The unidentified object was 
estimated to be just under 450 yards long and moving at a speed of 
about 16 miles per second. Researchers at the Harvard Smithsonian 
Center for Astrophysics suggested that the red, cigar-shaped ob- 

ject, nicknamed Oumuamua, “may be a fully operational probe sent 
intentionally to Earth vicinity by an alien civilization.” Researchers said 
its origin could only be determined by searching for other objects like it 
in the future.
